SCOPE  OF  WORK 

CULTURAL  RESOURCES  INVESTIGATION  OF  THE  UPPER 
MINNESOTA  RIVER  SUB3ASIN,  SOUTHWESTERN  MINNESOTA 
AND  NORTHEASTERN  SOUTH  DAKOTA 


1.00  General 

1.01  The  cultural  resources  investigation  reports  serve  several  functions. 

The  technical  report  is  a  planning  tool  which  aids  in  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  our  cultural  heritage.  It  is  also  a  comprehensive,  scholarly 
document  that  not  only  fulfills  federally-mandated  legal  requirements  but 
also  serves  as  a  scientific  reference  for  future  professional  studies.  As 
such,  the  report's  contents  should  be  both  descriptive  and  analytic  in 
nature.  The  popular  report  provides  the  results  of  the  survey  in  laymen's 
terms.  It  serves  primarily  as  a  means  of  educating  the  public  about  the 
cultural  heritage  of  an  area  but  also  informs  them  of  how  the  St.  Paul 
District  is  fulfilling  its  obligations  toward  cultural  resources. 

1.02  The  survey  and  reports  represent  partial  fulfillment  of  the  obliga¬ 
tions  of  the  St.  Paul  District  toward  cultural  resources  as  required  by 
the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969  (P.L.  91-190);  National 
Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966  (P.L.  89-665);  Protection  and  Enhance¬ 
ment  of  the  Cultural  Environment  (EO  11593);  Advisory  Council's  Procedures 
for  the  Protection  of  Historic  and  Cultural  Properties  (36  CFR  800) ;  Pre¬ 
servation  of  Historic  and  Archaeological  Data  1974  (P.L.  93-291);  and 
Identification  and  Administration  of  Cultural  Resources  (33  CFR  305) . 

1.03  The  cultural  resources  investigation  shall  focus  on  the  study  area(s) 
as  described  in  paragraph  4.01  of  this  Appendix  A.  The  study  shall  consist 
of  the  following  tasks:  (1)  a  comprehensive  review  of  existing  records  and 
review  of  published  and  unpublished  literature;  (2)  an  evaluation  of  recorded 
cultural  resources  located  within  the  study  area(s);  and  (3)  the  preparation 
of  a  detailed  technical  report  and  a  general,  popular  report. 

1.04  The  objectives  of  the  literature  search  and  records  review  are  to  identify 
all  the  known  cultural  resources  which  may  be  affected  by  the  implementation 
of  the  proposed  project,  identify  gaps  existing  in  our  knowledge  of  the  cul¬ 
tural  resources  of  the  area,  identify  biases  which  may  be  inherent  in  the 
data  base,  and  recommend  research  goals  for  future  investigations. 

1.05  The  Contractor  shall  provide  specialized  skills  and  knowledge  during 
the  course  of  the  study,  to  include  expertise  in  the  disciplines  of  archaeo¬ 
logy,  history,  architectural  history,  and  any  other  sciences  as  required. 

The  Contractor  shall  also  provide  all  materials  and  equipment  necessary 
to  expeditiously  perform  those  services  required  of  the  study. 
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1.06  The  Contractor  shall  designate,  in  writing,  the  name  of  the  Principal 
Investigator;  and  Che  Principal  Investigator  shall  sign  the  draft  and  final 
reports . 


1.07  The  extent  and  character  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  the  Con¬ 
tractor  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  supervision,  direction,  control, 
and  approval  of  the  Contracting  Officer. 

2.00  Definitions 


2.01  "Cultural  resources"  are  defined  to  include  any  building,  site,  dis¬ 
trict,  structure,  object,  data,  or  other  material  relating  to  the  history, 
architecture,  archaeology,  or  culture  of  an  area. 

2.02  "Literature  search"  is  defined  as  an  examination  and  review  of  written 
reports,  books,  articles,  etc.,  published  and  unpublished,  which  are  per¬ 
tinent  to  the  cultural  resources  investigation  to  be  carried  out  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  project.  The  purpose  of  the  literature  search  is  to  familiarize 
the  Contractor  with  the  culture  history  and  past  investigations  which 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  area  of  the  study,  and  to  provide  this  informa¬ 
tion  in  a  summarized  form  to  the  agency  requesting  the  search.  While  the 
existing  data  could  be  extensive,  the  literature  search  should  be  limited, 
as  much  as  possible,  to  providing  a  useable  body  of  data  for  the  purposes 
outlined  above. 

2.03  "Records  review"  is  defined  as  the  examination  and  review  of  records, 
files,  etc.,  which  are  maintained  by  various  local  and  State  agencies.  The 
purpose  of  the  records  review  is  to  document  the  location  of  known  sites 
which  may  exist  within  the  project  area,  their  condition,  the  extent  of  past 
work  undertaken  at  the  site,  and  any  ocher  information  which  may  be  relevant 
in  assessing  the  significance  of  the  site. 

3.00  Project  Description 

3.01  The  Upper  Minnesota  River  Subbasin  Study  (a  joint  U.S.  Soil  Conser¬ 
vation  Service  and  St.  Paul  District,  Corps  of  Engineers,  feasibility  study) 
was  authorized  under  Public  Law  87-639.  The  overall  study  objectives  are 
to  identify  water-  and  land-use  problems  and  investigate  solutions  to  down¬ 
stream  and  crossover  flooding  on  tributary  streams,  drainage,  erosion,  sedi¬ 
mentation,  and  water  quality  problems  within  the  Yellow  Bank,  Lac  qui  Parle, 
Yellow  Medicine,  Redwood,  and  Cottonwood  Subbasins  in  southwestern  jlinnesota 
and  northeastern  South  Dakota.  The  range  of  major  structural  alternatives 
presently  under  evaluation  includes  approximately  69  small-scale  tributary 
reservoirs  in  the  Upland  Coteau.  Other  major  alternatives  under  preliminary 
consideration  include  300  miles  of  channel  modifications  and  levees  on  the 
downstream  tributaries  and  environmental  corridors  along  the  Mainstem  Upper 
Minnesota  River.  This  feasibility  study  is  currently  scheduled  over  an  3- 
year  period. 
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3.02  The  Upper  Minnesota  Subbasin  study  area  comprises  4,183.8  square  miles, 
which  is  33  percent  of  the  Minnesota  River  Basin.  It  includes  all  or  part 
of  nine  counties  in  Minnesota  (Brown,  Cottonwood,  Lac  qui  Parle,  Lincoln, 

Lyon,  Murray,  Pipestone,  Redwood,  and  Yellow  Medicine),  and  four  counties 
in  South  Dakota  (Deuel,  Grant,  Codington  and  Brookings ). Present  land  use 
percentages  break  down  as  follows:  cropland  -  80  percent;  pastureland  - 
9  percent;  forest  land  -  2  percent;  noninventory  lands  (urban,  developed, 
water,  and  Federal)  -  4  percent;  and  other  -  5  percent. 

3.03  The  study  area  is  within  the  "Western  Lake  Section"  central  lowland 
province  of  the  interior  plains  physical  division  of  the  United  States. 

This  section  has  been  characterized  by  young  glaciated  plains,  moraines, 
lakes,  and  lacustrine  plains.  A  number  of  former  lakes  have  been  drained 
and  converted  to  agriculture.  The  surface  materials  and  features  are  a 
product  of  recent  glaciation.  Glacial  materials  cover  most  of  the  sediment 
and  ancient  bedrock,  although  these  earlier  layers  are  exposed  in  a  few 
places.  The  bedrock  is  among  the  oldest  rock  known  on  earth,  dating  back 
over  3  billion  years. 

3.04  The  topography  over  the  northeast  two-thirds  of  the  study  area  is 
flat  to  gently  undulating.  Subdued  hills  and  ridges  border  the  outer 
limits  on  the  south  and  southwest.  Interior  watershed  divides  are  in¬ 
distinct,  and  the  present  drainage  network  is  poorly  defined.  The  Coteau 
des  Prairies  sloping  escarpment  rises  about  2,000  feet  along  the  southwest 
side  of  the  study  area,  accounting  for  1,225  feet  of  total  relief. 

3.05  Numerous  sites  of  historical,  paleontological,  geological,  and 
archaeological  importance  are  known  to  exist  in  the  study  area.  Under 
the  statewide  inventory  program.  Brown  and  Redwood  Counties  in  Minnesota 
have  been  surveyed  for  archaeological  sites  and  standing  structures,  and 
Pipestone  County  has  been  surveyed  for  standing  structures  only.  Sites, 
structures,  and  landmarks  have  been  documented  for  all  the  remaining  counties 
even  though  they  have  never  been  systematically  surveyed.  The  cultural 
resources  potential  of  the  entire  study  area  is  high. 

4.00  Study  Area 

4.01  The  areas  to  be  examined  shall  be  within  the  indicated  study  area 
as  shown  on  Map  1,  and  made  a  part  hereof.  The  study  area  includes  the 
Yellow  Bank,  Lac  qui  Parle,  Yellow  Medicine,  Redwood,  and  Cottonwood  Sub¬ 
basins  of  the  Mains  tern  Minnesota  River  in  southwestern  Minnesota  and  north¬ 
eastern  South  Dakota,  as  shown  on  Maps  2  to  to  be  furnished  by  the  Gcvernrren 

5. 00  General  Performance  Specifications 

5.01  Information  and  data  contained  in  the  literature  search  and  records 
review  should  be  obtained  from,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following  sources: 
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a.  Published  and  unpublished  reports  such  as  books,  journals,  theses, 
dissertations,  manuscripts ,  newspapers,  surveyor's  notes,  and  early  atlases. 

b.  Site  files  maintained  by  the  Office  of  the  State  Archaeologist, 
che  State  Historic  Preservation  Office,  universities,  and  local  historical 
societies . 

c.  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  including  current  additions 
and  deletions  as  published  by  the  Federal  Register. 

d.  Consultation  with  professionals  familiar  with  the  cultural  resources 
of  the  area. 

e.  Preliminary  contacts  with  amateur  archaeologists  and  individuals 
concerned  with  local  history  in  order  to  locate  sites  and  to  identify  and 
define  local  interests  and  resources  perceived  to  be  locally  significant. 

6.00  General  Report  Requirements 

6.01  Upon  completion  of  the  literature  search  and  records  review,  the  Con¬ 
tractor  shall  prepare  a  technical  report,  detailing  the  results  of  the  in¬ 
vestigation,  and  a  popular  report,  written  in  laymen's  terms,  suitable  for 
release  to  the  public.  Normally,  the  length  of  the  popular  report  will 
not  exceed  ten  typewritten  pages. 

6.02  The  technical  report  shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sections: 

a.  Title  page:  The  title  page  should  provide  the  following  information: 
the  type  of  investigation  undertaken;  the  cultural  resources  which  were  asses¬ 
sed  (archaeological,  historical,  and  architectural);  the  project  name  and 
location  (county  and  State);  the  date  of  the  report;  the  Contractor's  name; 
the  contract  number;  the  name  of  the  author(s)  and/or  Principal  Investigator; 
che  signature  of  the  Principal  Investigator;  and  the  agency  for  which  the 
report  is  being  prepared. 

b.  Administrative  Summary:  The  summary  will  be  a  synopsis  of  the  re¬ 
port  defining  the  project  area  and  the  level  of  the  cultural  resources 
investigation.  It  shall  summarize  the  research  objectives  and  problems; 
methods,  numbers,  and  types  of  resources  identified;  the  significant  re¬ 
commendations;  and  any  unusual  or  innovative  findings  or  techniques  developed 
during  the  course  of  the  investigation.  Because  this  information  will  serve 
both  as  an  administrative  summary  and  as  a  portion  of  that  information  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  its  annual  report  to  Congress 
(pursuant  to  section  5.c.  of  the  Reservoir  Salvage  Act  as  amended),  the  sum¬ 
mary  should  be  as  detailed  and  succinct  as  possible.  Normally  the  summary 
will  not  exceed  one  typewritten  page.

d.  Introduction:  This  section  should  include  the  purpose  of  the  re¬ 
port;  a  description  of  the  proposed  project;  the  location  of  the  proposed 
project  including  a  map  of  the  general  area;  and  a  project  map  (a  list  of 
U.S.G.S.  Quadrangle  maps  which  cover  the  project  area  should  also  be  in¬ 
cluded)  . 


e.  Environmental  Setting:  This  section  should  contain  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  environment  of  the  study  area,  both  present  and  past  conditions, 
and  it  should  be  of  a  length  commensurate  with  other  sections  of  supporting 
type  information. 

f.  Study  Methods:  This  section  should  give  an  explicit  statement  of 
the  study  methods  and  rationale  under  which  the  investigation  was  completed. 
It  should  document  the  general  sources  which  were  sought  and  the  types  of 
data  which  were  expected  of  these  sources.  (For  example,  an  archaeological 
journal  may  provide  information  on  past  surveys  and  excavations  which  is  use 
ful  not  only  for  site  locations  but  also  for  assessing  the  quality  of  past 
work  and  apparent  data  gaps  which  may  exist,  whereas  field  notes  of  General 
Land  Office  (GLO)  surveys  may  provide  information  on  the  location  of  pre¬ 
historic  and  early  historic  sites  and  early  vegetation  of  an  area.). 

g.  Summary  of  Regional  Prehistory  and  History:  This  section  should 
discuss  the  regional  cultural  developments  in  their  spatial  and  chrono¬ 
logical  position. 

h.  Study  Results:  This  section  should  list  those  sites  which  were 
recorded  in  the  literature  or  records  reviewed.  The  section  should  des¬ 
cribe  the  archaeological,  architectural,  or  historical  resources  encountered 
including  the  size  of  the  site,  type  of  site  (L.e.,  historic  dwelling, 
prehistoric  village,  mound  group,  etc.),  the  cultural  component (s)  of 

the  site  (if  discernable) ,  and  any  available  information  on  the  general 
nature  of  the  site.  This  section  should  contain  a  brief  summary  of  pre¬ 
vious  archaeological  and  historical  work  undertaken  at  the  site  including 
the  date,  extent,  and  adequacy  of  the  past  work  as  it  reflects  on  the 
interpretation  of  what  might  be  found  in  the  project  area.  Official  site 
designations  should  be  included  for  the  resources  discussed.  A  means  of 
cross-referencing  these  sites  with  the  bibliographic  entries  in  which  they 
may  be  located  should  also  be  developed. 

i.  Recommendations :  This  section  should  discuss  the  potential  of  the 
area  to  produce  presently  unknown  cultural  resources,  and  it  should  point 
out  any  biases  which  may  be  inherent  in  the  resource  base  as  it  exists 
today.  The  section  should  outline  any  gaps  in  the  present  data  base  and 
should  develop  specific  research  goals  which  may  be  used  in  subsequent 
investigations . 


j.  References :  American  Anthropological  Association  format  should  be 
used. 

k.  Ap pendix:  This  section  should  contain  the  scope  of  work  and  the 
resume  of  the  Principal  Investigator. 

6.03  The  above  items  do  not  necessarily  have  to  be  discrete  sections; 
however,  they  should  be  readily  discemable  to  the  reader. 

7.00  Format  Specifications 

7.01  Text  materials  will  be  typed  (single-spaced)  on  good  quality  bond 
paper,  8.5  inches  by  11.0  inches,  with  a  1.5-inch  binding  margin  on  the 
left,  1-inch  margins  on  the  top  and  right,  and  a  1.5-inch  margin  at  the 
bottom. 

7.02  Information  will  be  presented  in  textual,  tabular,  and  graphic  forms, 
whichever  is  most  appropriate,  effective,  or  advantageous  to  communicate 
the  necessary  information. 

7.03  All  figures  must  be  readily  reproducible  by  standard  xerographic 
equipment. 

8.00  Submittals 

8.01  The  Contractor  shall  complete  all  work  and  services  under  this  con¬ 
tract  within  the  following  time  limitations: 

a.  Ten  copies  of  the  draft  report  shall  be  submitted  no  later  than 
31  January  1979. 

b.  The  Government  shall  have  60  calendar  days  following  receipt  of 
the  draft  report  for  review  and  comment. 

c.  An  original  and  15  copies  of  the  final  report  shall  be  submitted 
30  calendar  days  following  the  Contractor's  receipt  of  the  Government's 
review  and  comments . 

d.  If  the  Government  review  exceeds  60  calendar  days,  the  period  of 
service  of  the  contract  shall  be  extended  on  a  dav-by-day  basis  equal  to 
any  additional  time  taken  by  the  Government  for  review. 

8.02  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  separately,  as  part  of  contract  corres¬ 
pondence,  one  copy  each  of  Maps  2  to  6  as  listed  in  paragraph  4.01  showing 
the  location  of  all  cultural  resources  located  during  the  literature  search 
and  records  review.  Two  copies  of  each  map  will  be  provided  by  the  Contrac 
ting  Officer.  Additional  maps  as  may  be  appropriate  for  the  text  of  tue  re 
ports  will  be  provided  by  the  Contracting  Officer  as  needed. 
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8.03  The  Contractor  shall  submit  the  photographic  negatives  for  all  black 
and  white  photographs  which  appear  in  the  final  report. 


8.04  Neither  the  Contractor  nor  his  representative  shall  release  any 
sketch,  photograph,  report,  or  other  material  of  any  nature  obtained  or 
prepared  under  the  contract  without  specific  written  approval  of  the 
Contracting  Officer  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  the  final  report  by  the 
Government. 

9.00  Method  of  Payment 

9.01  Payment  will  be  made  in  lump  sum  upon  approval  of  the  final  reports 
by  the  Contracting  Officer.

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The  Scope-of-Work  for  this  report  was  minimally  directed  at  1)  a  compre¬ 
hensive  review  of  existing  records  and  review  of  published  and  unpublished 
literature,  2)  an  evaluation  of  recorded  cultural  resources  located 
within  the  study  area,  3)  preparation  of  a  detailed  technical  report,  and 
4)  preparation  of  a  popular  narrative  of  the  survey  results. 

Archaeological  Field  Services,  Inc.  has  produced  a  substantive  and 
thorough  document  which  can  be  used  as  a  preliminary  management  tool. 

The  methodology  employed  in  site  information  presentation  has  resulted 
in  an  easy-to-read  comprehensive  format.  There  are,  however,  some  minor 
problems  with  this  report  which  need  to  be  addressed. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

There  are  an  outrageous  number  of  typographical  errors  and  missing  words 
in  this  report  (nearly  one  or  two  on  each  page) .  This  especially  is 
difficult  to  accept  when  it  occurs  in  the  site  names  (either  the  site 
name  is  misspelled  or  is  inconsistent  with  the  spelling  in  the  text). 

This  report  needs  to  be  read  very  carefully  word  for  word  to  correct 
these  errors. 

SPECIFIC  COMMENTS 

Popular  Report.  The  popular  report  is  a  very  good,  cohesive  account  of 
the  prehistory  and  history  of  the  Upper  Minnesota  River  Subbasin.  The 
criticism/suggestion  I  have  for  this  part  would  be  the  addition  a 
location  map  and  a  chart  or  table  depicting  the  various  cultural  periods, 
focii,  and  dates  ("A  picture  is  worth  a  thousand  words.").  The  section 
on  Paleo-Indian  needs  to  be  clarified.  No  dates  are  given  and  the 
allusions  to  various  point  types  will  be  lost  on  the  general  public.  We 
know  that  point  types  are  indicators,  but  will  the  public?  Rework  this 
at  a  more  basic  level.  A  short  glossary  would  also  be  a  desirable. 
Remember,  these  agencies  will  be  disseminating  this  to  the  general  public 
for  informational  as  well  as  public  relational  purposes. 
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Appendices.  The  appendices  definitely  need  pagination. 

Appendix  C  -  I  fail  to  understand  the  inclusion  of  this  correspondence.  Is 
it  really  necessary? 

Appendix  F:  This  is  a  duplication  of  Figure  1  and  is  not  needed  as  a 
separate  appendix. 

Specifically  required  by  the  Scope-of-Work  and  not  addressed  are: 


A.  Section  6.02a.  Title  Page 

The  cover  ^nd  title  page  should  contain  information  on  the  type  of  investi¬ 
gation  undertaken  (literature  review  and  records  search),  the  cultural 
resources  assessed  (archeological,  historical  and  architectural),  etc. 

B.  Section  6.02b.  Administrative  Summary 

Where  is  the  administrative  summary?  The  data  is  certainly  all  there  in 
the  report,  but  not  in  the  one  page,  detailed  and  succinct  form  required 
by  the  Scope-of-Work.  This  is  a  vital  requirement  and  should  not  have 
been  overlooked.  The  administrative  summary  is  to  serve  as  the  portion 
of  information  required  for  a  Department  of  the  Interior  annual  report  to 
Congress.

Subject  report  is  a  two-volume  draft  prepared  for  St.  Paul  District, 

Corps  of  Engineers  in  preparation  for  further  planning  of  water  control 
measures  within  the  subbasin.  Purpose  of  the  report  is  to  produce  a 
literature  review  of  all  known  historic  and  prehistoric  resources  of 
the  area.  Results  are  presented  both  as  a  technical  report,  and  as  a 
popular  overview. 

It  is  a  distinct  pleasure  to  read  this  draft;  in  many  respects  it  can 
serve  as  a  model  for  reporting  literature  searches.  The  authors  have 
produced  a  thorough  accounting  of  known  sites,  as  well  as  evaluating 
their  data  and  the  sources  of  their  data.  This  is  a  complete  profes¬ 
sional  job. 

The  technical  report  begins  with  statements  of  purpose,  methodology,  and 
environments!  background.  This  is  followed  by  a  succinct  but  excellent 
overview  of  cultural  history  with  ecological  implications.  The  bulk  of 
the  raport  is  a  compilation  of  site  summaries  that  include  evaluation  of 
the  data  and  pertinent  recommendations .  The  popular  overview  is 
largely  a  restatement  of  the  technical  overview,  but  presented  in  an 
easily  readable  style  that  is  both  informative  and  interesting. 

A  minor  distraction  of  the  draft  is  the  plethora  of  typographic  errors 
and  spellings  which  will  be  cleansed  from  the  final  report.  Otherwise, 
the  format  and  content  are  excellent  and  well  .presented. 

Both  the  contractor  and  the  Corps  deserve  congratulations  for  this  effort. 
To  cite  the  authors'  introductory  statement,  "This  report  will  not  only 
aid  the  present  planners,  but  will  serve  as  a  scientific  reference  for 
future  investigations  in  a  variety  of  disciplines."  I  fully  agree.

Site  numbers  should  accompany  the  reference  to  a  site  in 
the  text  for  easier  cross  reference  to  the  appendices.  It 
would  also  be  helpful  to  note  the  archaeologist  who  iden¬ 
tified  these  sites,  as  was  done  in  other  segments  of  the 
report. 

Level  III  -  Cultural  affiliation  is  often  left  blank  because 
a  large  investment  of  time  is  required  to  determine  with 
confidence  the  proper  period  or  cultural  assignment.  In 
the  absence  of  substantial  amounts  of  data,  it  is  better 
not  to  guess.  If  the  archaeologist  has  only  a  feeling  chat 
a  site  belongs  in  a  certain  category,  based  on  an  incomplete 
artifact  assemblage,  then  the  appropriate  course  would  be 
to  state  this  interpretation  followed  by  a  question  mark  to 
indicate  the  lack  of  certainty.  Whether  a  site  is  historic 
need  not  be  "inferred"  from  the  cards.  Either  a  site  is 
prehistoric,  with  or  without  a  specific  cultural  designa¬ 
tion,  or  it  is  recognizably  historic  and  described  as  such.
